On  pages  4  and  5  are  the 
only  information  I  have  ever  seen  about  the  '.fee se  family,  and 
you  will  note  the  writer  even  spelled  it  differently.

descendant  are  that  George 
Kirkendall  came  home  from  the 
war  just  two  days  before  his 

oldest  daughter  Rosanna,  b. 
1790,  died,  and,  accompanying 
George,  from  the  war,  were  his 
own  father  and  the  father  of 
Rosanna’s  husband  —  the  two 
older  men  are  said  to  have  also 
fought  together  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  Checking  the  Ohio 
War  of  1812  soldiers,  there  were 
a  George  “Kuikecdall”  and  a 
John  ‘‘Kuikendair  in  the  same 
Company,  and  it  therefore  ap¬ 
pears  George  Kirkendall ’s  fath¬ 
er  was  John  Kirkendall  or 
Kuykendall. 

Matthew  Kirkendall.  h.  1797, 
son  of  George,  lived  in  Hamilton 
County  many  years  and  then 
moved  to  Iowa  in  1854  Son 
George  W.,  b.  1311,  m.  1331  in 
Hamilton  County  Elizabeth 


Weese,  b.  1812  in  Gallipolis, 
Ohio,  the  daughter  of  Daniel 

and  Sarah  Weese.  who  also 
came  to  Hamilton  County.  Dan¬ 
iel  Weese  died  in  1332,  and  the 
appraisal  of  his  goods  was 
made  by  Matthew  Kirkendall 
and  Coonrod  Grindle.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  George  W.  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  were  Matthew  W.,  Elijah 
B.,  Clarinda,  Phebe  Ann, 
Matilda.  Mahala,  Mary  Jane, 
James  T.  and  Sarah  E..  born 
from  IBS?  to  1854.  Geoi-ge  W. 
and  his  family  also  moved  to 
Iowa,  anu  inter  to  Kansas. 

As  to  Jacob  Kirkendall,  59-50, 
and  Jacob,  Jr.,  20-30,  on  the 
seventh  page  of  the  1830  Hamil¬ 
ton  County  census,  theie  are  no 
references  on  them  in  me  Ham¬ 
ilton  County  material.  It  is 
possible  that  Jacob  b.  1770-1780 
was  a  brctier  of  George  Ivirk- 
endall  b.  1770. 
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George  Washington  Kirkendall  was  horn  near  Xenia,  Ohio,  in  1811.  He  was 
the  next  to  the  youngest  in  a  family  of  ten  children.  When  he  reached  the  age 
of  ten 5,  the  family  moved  to  Hamilton  County,  Indiana.  He  grew  to  manhood  there 
and  it  wa3  there  that  he  met  and  married  Elizabeth  Weese.  (Daughter  of  Daniel 
and  Sarah  Weese,  Galliopolis,  Ohio";  Nine  children  were  born  to  them,  three 
sons  and  six  daughters.  One  daughter  died  in  infancy*  Seven  of  tneir  child¬ 
ren  were  born  in  Indiana,  but  the  two  youngest  were  born  in  Van  Buren  Bounty, 
Iowa,  where  the  family  had  moved  in  1847 » 

Two  years  after  settling  in  Iowa,  Ur.  Kirkendall  left  his  home  and  family 
there  and  set  out  to  seek  gold  in  the  famous  "California  Gold  Hush  of  1849" • 


He  took  with  him  his  eldest  son,  Matthew,  who  was  then  17  years

went  overland  and  were  almost  three  months  making  the  trip  and  encountered 
many  hardships.  They  lost  their  teams  and  wagon;  and  about  two  years  later 
they  returned  home  by  boat.  They  were  shipwrecked  off  the  coast  of  Central 
America;  after  a  prolonged  wait  for  their  vessel  to  be  repaired  sufficiently 
to  continue  their  voyage  they  decided  to  pay  their  fares  again  on  another  boat 
rather  than  remain  longer  among  the  natives  of  that  country  who  were  none  to 
hospitable  to  them.  They  continued  their  journey  around  Cape  Horn  and  landed 
at  New  Orleans  and  proceeded  homeward  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  River* 


In  1857  the  Kirkendall  family  came  to  Kansas,  bringing  with  them  all  of 
their  family  of  eight  children;  they  purchased  a  claim  about  five  miles  south¬ 
west  of  Emporia  and  this  was  the  family  home  for  ten  years. 

When  Mr*  Kirkendall  retired  from  farming,  he  moved  to  Emporia  and  built 
a  comfortable  home  at  821  Constitution  Street.  This  was  his  home  until  his 
death  in  1888.  Mrs,  Kirkendall  remained  in  this  home  until  her  death  in  1892, 


Mr.  Kirkendall  and  his  family  are  identified  with  many  of  the  projects 
that  make  up  the  early  history  of  Emporia  and  Lyon  County,  Kansas,  The  organ¬ 
ization  that  became  the  First  M.E.  Church  in  Emporia,  was  organized  in  their 
home  and  five  of  the  nine  people  forming  the  class  were  members  of  their 
family.  The  remains  of  Mr.  Kirkendall  and  his  wife  rest  in  the  family  lot  in 
Ha  worth  Cemetery  about  nine  miles  southwest  of  Emporia,  Kansas.

The  following  letters  and  notes  were  loaned  to  me  by  Mrs.  Wm  Baker,  daughter 
of  Stephen  Kirkendall  (son  of  Elijah)

George  K,  moved  in  1848  from  iToblesville  to  Salem,  Iowa.  In  1649  to 
Business  Corners  near  Douds,  Iowa--in  1857  to  Kansas,  and  in  1866  to  Emporia. 
My  father,  Henry  Whitney  Gardner,  whose  father  moved  here  (Brockport,  N.Y.) 
when  he  was  a  boy,  went  to  Kansas  and  there  met  and  married  mother.  After 
living  there  about  two  years  they  came  to  Brockport  and  lived  here  until  they 
died.

John  Aldridge  drew  a  pension  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier.  Married 
abeth  Weese,  the  grandmother  of  our  grandmother,  Elizabeth  Weese  Kirkendall, 

but  it  now  appears  she  was  too  eld  to  have  children  when  she  married  him,  and 
therefore  we  cannot  be  descended  from  Mr.  Aldridge.  Aunt  Matilda  remembers 
seeing  "Grandmother  Aldridge"  when  she  was  100  years  old--she  lived  to  be  102. 

Regarding  John  Aldridge,  it  appears  from  some  records  Mary  had  which  she 
got  in  Kansas  from  Uncle  Math,  that  I  was  mistaken  in  supposing  it  was  Sarah 
Aldridge  (John's  daughter)  who  married  Daniel  Weese.  Mary's  record  has  the 
wife  of  Daniel  Weese  as  Sarah  Shewart  or  Shuart.  Then  another  thing,  if  the 
date  of  birth  and  marriage  of  Elizabeth  Weese  who  married  John  Aldridge 
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correct  a3  I  had  them  on  that  paper  I  wrote  out  for  you  from  the  Pension 
Office  record,  she  was  55  years  old  when  she  married  John  Aldridge.  That  wo¬ 
uld  look  as  if  John  Aldridge  was  her  2nd  husband,  and  that  Daniel  V/eese,  the 
husband  of  Sarah  Shuart,  is  the  one  we  are  descended  from,.  Of  course  we  are 
descended  from  her  too,  but  not  from  John  Aldridge  if  he  were  not  her  father. 
Your  records  may  shew  whether  or  not  I  am  wrong  in  taking  Sarah,  the  wife  of 
Daniel  Weese  to  be  an  Aldridge. 

~  We  should  be  able  to  get  some  records  of  the  service  of  George  K.  and  Mr. 
Kazad  in  the  War  of  1812.

Aaron  Ratcliff  (a  grand-nephew  of  my  Grandfather  Kirkendall)  says  that  he 
has  heard  my  grandfather  and  his  mother  tell  about  their  forefathers  being  in 
the  Revolutionary  War. 

At  first  he  thought  he  remembered  my  grea-great  grandfather * s  given  name 
was  George.  Then  he  said  he  believed  his  name  was  Matthew;  and  one  time  my 
father  told  me  he  rather  thought  that  Uncle  Matthew  was  named  after  his  uncle 
and  the  uncle  after  his  grandfather. 

My  great-grandfather 1 s  (-b  Jan  6,  1770)  oldest  child  was  Rosanna,  born 
Sept  26,  1790o  She  married  a  man  named  Kazad.  She  died  Jan  27,  1013,  jw3t 
after  her  daughter  (Aaron’s  mother)  was  born.  Two  days  before  she  died,  her 

father  (George  K.),  his  father  ( _ Kirkendall)  and  "Old  Man  Kazad"  came 

home  from  the  War  on  a  visit  and  these  two  cider  men  had  been  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  together  and  then  fought  together  in  the  War  of  1812.

Aaron  says  that  they  spoke  as  though  Great-great-grandfather  K, 
comparatively  young  man  in  Revolutionary  War  times,  not  more  than  30  anyway. 

Father's  Aunt  Catherine  (Kitty)  married  Hamlin  or  Hamilton  Kirkendall,  a 
cousin  or  2nd  cousin  and  they  called  him  Uncle  Ham. 

I  have  leared  great  grandfather’s  name  was  George,  he  came  from  Virginia. 
He  was  with  General  William  Hull  when  he  surrendered  to  General  Brock.  Geo. 
had  charge  of  the  supplies,  or  was  paymaster,  or  something  of  the  sort.  It  is 
thought  he  and  his  brother  were  in  the  Revolutionary  War . (unlikely  if  he  were 
born  in  1770  and  war  from  1775,~1783)

On  the  2nd  day  of  July  1857  we  arrived  cn  the  town  site  of  Emporia.  There 
were  only  two  houses,  the  Storrs  Hotel  and  a  small  building  owned  by  John  Ham¬ 
mond  and  used  as  a  carpenter  shop  and  residence. 

7/e  then  went  out  six  miles  southwest  of  the  townsite  to  a  claim  that  my 
father  had  bought.  On  this  was  a  hewn  log  house  16  x  28  ft.  Three  or  four 
days  after  we  were  settled  in  our  new  home,  Henry  Moycs,  a  young  Methodist 
preacher  came  to  call.  Learning  that  we  were  Methodist,  and  had  brought  our 
letters  with  us,  seemed  very  much  pleased,  and  insisted  on  us  coming  to  Empor¬ 
ia  to  church  the  following  Sunday, 

When  Sunday  morning  came,  seven  of  us  got  into  a  lumber  wagon  and  rode  to 
Emporia  to  meeting.  The  services  were  held  in  an  unfinished  room  of  the  hotel

"Brother  Moycs  preached  a  good  oermon(for  a  boy  19)  and  -then- -called  for 
joiners.  We  presented  our  five  letters.  Tncy  were!  Mrs.  kirkendall  and  th_eo 
daughters ,  Clarinda,  Matilda,  and  Mahala,  and  Elsie  Jackson  (Matthews  via.es 
sister)  who  came  with  us.  .Then  these  wore  read,  Uncle  John  Hammond  clapped 
his  hands  and  shouted  "Glory!"  Let’s  have  a  halleluliah  meeting",  then  a 
gnneral  handshaking  followed.  We  certainly  felt  most  welcome  among  strangers 
in  a  strange  land. 
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Rev,  Moyes  made  an  appointment  to  preach  at  our  house  the  next  Sunday.  He 
said  he  would  ride  around  and  invite  the  people  to  come.  The  attendance  was 
good,  in  fact  everybody  came  for  miles  around.  Most  of  the  horses  carried 
double,  but  in  some  cases,  the  men  talked  beside  the  horse  that  carried  his 
wife  and  children.  Two  or  three  families  came  in  wagons  dram  by  oxen.  Our 
house  consisted  of  one  room  16  x  28  ft,  but  by  placing  slabs  on  boxes,  and  up¬ 
holstering  these  with  our  choicest  flower  quilts,  etc*,  the  congregation  was 
made  comfortable.  After  this  our  house  became  one  of  the  regular  preaching 
places  until  in  October  when  the  men  of  the  neighborhood  built  a  log  school 
house  on  one  corner  of  our  claim,  near  where  Zion  Church  now  stands.  After 
this  was  finished,  the  meetings  were  held  in  it. 

The  services  in  Emporia  were  held  in  the  hotel  until  the  McElfresh  Hall 
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was  built,  and  outu 
built  and  dedicated 
who  are  now  living.

I  am  the  brother  of  Matthew  Weese  K0  of  Emporia,  Kansas®  I  am  in  my  80th 
year  (1913)>  he  is  1-J-  years  older.  My  father  was  born  in  Ohio,  July  16,  1811,' 
("George  Washington  Kirkendall)  He  married  Elizabeth  Weese.  I  do  not  know  where 
or  when  he  came  to  Indiana,  but  it  was  when  I  was  a  small  boy.  His  father  live 
in  Hamilton  County  Indiana,  with  my  Uncle  Matthew,  One  of  Uncle  Matthew’s 
daughters  is  living  in  Lovilia,  Iowa,  Her  name  is  Margaret  Klingensmith,  I 
have  not  seen  her  for  60  years.  In  1847  father  moved  from  Hamilton  Co,,  Indi¬ 
ana  to  Van  Buren  County  Iowa,  and  in  1857  to  Emporia,  Kansas.  Uncle  Matthew 
moved  from  Indiana  to  Lovilia  in  1854  and  I  have  not  seen  them  since.  My 
grandfather  George  K.  came  from  Virginia  to  Ohio  when  my  father,  George  W.,  was 
born.  Later  to  Hamilton  Co.,  Indiana  then  to  Van  Buren  CoP  Iowa.  We  raised  5 
children  and  gave  them  all  a  college  education.  I  was  79  on  Feb  20,  1913*  7/e 
live  in  Bouds,  Iowa.  I  run  my  own  auto  and  enjoy  it.  I  have  been  county  sur¬ 
veyor  about  25  years,  am  a  retired  farmer  and  now  president  of  the  Bouds  Bank. 
(They  also  raised  5  homeless  children.  Part  of  the  Iowa  farm  is  still  owned 
by  his  grandchildren  in  1962)

Your  mother,  also  my  cousin  was  not  quite  so  remote,  told  me  you  desired 
information  on  the  prominent  characteristics  of  the  Kirkendall  family  and  she 
thought  I  might  have  a  more  intimate  recollection  of  the  doings  and  disposition 
of  some  of  the  members  of  our  loved  and  respected  clan, 

I  think  I  will  explain,  as  a  sort  of  introduction  where  I  came  in.  Near 
the  top  of  a  family  of  10  or  12,  was  a  Joseph  Ke  who  was  my  father’s  father. 
Next  to  the  last  on  the  list  was  George  W.  K.  and  consequently  my  grandfathers 
brother®  George  was  also  your  mother’s  grandfather  and  the  head  of  the  family 
of  which  we  are  familiar  and  which  we  will  consider  in  our  narrative. 

My  mother  died  when  I  was  2  years  old  and  as  none  of  her  relatives  were 
living  when  she  knew  she  had  not  long  to  live,  she  asked  Geo  and  his  wife  to 
take  me  and  care  for  me.  This  they  did  and  their  home  was  my  home  until  I  was 
married «. 

Soon  after  I  went  there,  one  of  their  daughters,  your  mother’ 3  Aunt  Mary 
Jtane,  with  a  little  daughter,  Bora,  came  to  live,  as  her  husband  was  killed  in 
the  Civil  War,  Bora  and  other  grandchildren  who  came  often  to  the  house,  of 
course  called  them  grandpa  and  grandmother  and  I  early  learned  to  dc  the  same 
and  they  were  known  by  everyone  as  my  grandparents ,  altho  you  can  fig-are  out 
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that  George  was  my  fathers  uncle;  but  I  will,  to  save  confusion,  refer  to  them 
as  my  grandparents# . 

When  I  was  in  Emporia  a  few  years  ago,  I  read  a  book  on  the  family  history 
in  the  possession  of  Oner  Kirkendall,  This  said  there  was  on  record  in  the 
vestry  of  an  old  church  in  New  Amsterdam  a  certificate  of  the  birth  of  Luur 
Jacobsen  Van  Kuykendall  in  1650°  The  spelling  was  finally  changed  to  Kirkendail 
alto  I  have  seen  it  spelled  Curkendall^  I  did  not  say,  as  I  remember,  from 
whence  they  came,  but  I  think  from  Holland  as  my  grandmothers  said  "George’s 
people  were  Dutch" •  I  did  not  think  much  of  the  book  as  it  did  not  trace  the 
line  definitely#  There  were  disjointed  records  written  by  different  members  of 
the  family.

years  ago-  Aunt  Sarah,  the  youngest  of  the  family,,  never  married  and  still 
lives  in  Emporia*  She  is  the  last  in  Emporia  except  Omer's  wife  to  bear  the 
honored  name  that  was  nice,  so  well  known,  and  respected.  Nora  has  lived  with 
her  for  several  years  and  is  most  useful  in  taking  care  of  her. 

Now  as  to  the  character  and  disposition,  which  I  suppose  is  the  thing  in 
which  you  are  most  interested. 

Grandfather  was  five  ft  eleven  and  one-half  inches  tall.  Had  dark  hair 
and  eyes,  altho  hair  was  white  when  I  knew  him*  He  was  of  square  build; square 
shoulders,  square  hands  and  feet,  and  short,  stubby  fingers,  square  at  the  end. 
That  characteristic  was  in  ny  grandfather  and  has  descended  to  yours  truly.  He 
was  a  strong  man,  quick  tempered  and  had  a  choice  selection  of  swear  words  he 
would  use  on  occassions,  when  angry  or  excited.  In  Indiana  at  log  rollings, 
rail  splittings,  bar  raisings  and  so  forth,  wrestling  was  a  favorite  recreatior 
pastime  and  Geo.  was  a  good  wrestler  I  heard  tell*  He  was  also  quick  to  re¬ 
spond  to  a  dare,  to  fight  if  things  did  not  go  to  suit  him.  I  think  he  must 
have  usually  been  the  victor  or  he  would  not  have  been  so  quick  to  accept  a 
challenge.  He  was  fond  of  good  horses  and  liked  to  drive  a  spanking  team. 

AI30  liked  to  hunt  and  was  a  good  shot.  He  often  went  to  church  with  my 
grandmother,  but  was  not  a  member,  and  I  remember  he  gave  very  grudgingly  to 
its  support.  He  used  to  sit  and  read  the  Bible  often,  yet  he  was  not  of  the 
religious  nature  that  my  grandmother  was. 

He  was  a  good  man  and  much  respected  by  everyone.  He  was  kind,  honest  <& 
punctilious  about  paying  his  bills,  never  went  in  debt.  He  was  hospitable  and 
when  they  lived  on  the  farm,  their  home  wa3  a  friendly  stopping  place  for  any 
wayfarer. 
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They  had  moved  into  town  when  I  went  to  live  w ith  them  and  he  lived  on  the 
interest  of  his  money  he  and  his  wife  had  accumulated  by  hard  work  and  careful 
living#  I  used  to  think  him  a  little  too  careful-.  Indeed,  in  my  young  mind,  I 
called  him  stingy  sometimes  when  I  did  not  get  what  many  of  my  companions  had. 
But  he  knew  the  worth  of  the  money  he  had  worked  hard  to  possess  and  saved 
enough  for  the  comfort  in  their  old  age.  He  loaned  money  to  farmers  on  farm 
mortgages  and  was  lenient  in  extending  time  if  interest  was  paid.  When  any  of 
them  came  to  the  house  on  business  he  always  said,  "Put  your  horse  in  the  barn 
and  3tay  to  dinner". 

He  was  quite  a  reader  and  possessed  good  judgement®  Was  interested  in,  & 
discussed  public  question  intelligently,.  When  he  passed  on,  he  had  one  of  the 
largest  funerals  ever  hold  there-#  People  came  from  all  over  the  country. 

My  grandmother  was  quite  an  opposite  type;  I  heard  her  say  she  was  the 
oldest  of  14  children  and  from  things  I  heard  her  say,  she  had  a  religious 
mother.  She  was  tall  for  a  woman,  5  ft  11  inches,  erect  even  in  extreme  age. 
Brown  hair,  blue  eyes.  I  might  say  she  w as  more  of  an  aristocratic  and  refined 
type®  Her  hands,  in  spite  of  years  of  hard  work,  were  well  shapen,  with  taper¬ 
ed  fingers®  She  was  of  a  mild  disposition,  never  saw  her  angry  or  heard  her 
say  an  unkind  thing  of  anyone.  Very  charitable  toward  the  weaknesses  of  others 
She  joined  the  Methodist  Church  when  14  yrs  old  and  continued  a  devoted  member 
until  she. passed  on  at  the  age  of  85  or  86.  Her  maiden  name  was  Elisabeth 
Weise,  but  I  know  nothing  of  her  family  except  a3  I  said,  she  would  repeat 
religious  sayings  of  her  mother-, 

In  spite  of  the  differences  in  disposition,  they  were  fond  of  each  other 
and  lived  happily  together®  Perhaps  because  George  usually  had  his  way®  I 
have  thought  it  strange  that  altho  my  grandfather  was  the  doninant  controlling 
influence  in  the  home,  being  I  might  say  the  boss,  yet  the  grandmo thcr ’ 3  dis- 
postion  and  characteristics  were  much  more  largely  transmitted  to  the  children 
than  were  the  grandfathers®  I  think  all  of  them  except  your  Mother’s  father 
were  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  all  had  that  mild  serene  quality  of 

thought  from  the  mother®  Aunt  Sarah  had,  perhaps,  more  of  the  father’s  dis¬ 

position  than  any.  They  may  have  inherited  many  of  the  mental  qualities  of  the 
father,  which  an  advanced  education  they  were  able  to  have  brought  out® 

In  closing  will  say  they  were  a  sturdy,  high  class  family  with  good 

morals  and  high  ideas  of  tight  living®  Y/hat  I  have  written  is  just  what  I  re- 

member  of  them  and  I  was  noted  as  a  youngster  as  not  missing  much. 

Newspaper  clippings — 

Mr  &  Mrs#  M®  Y I,  Kirkendall  celebrated  the  50th  anniversary  of  their  marr¬ 
iage  Sunday,  at  their  home,  606  Neosho,  with  a  dinner  party  at  which  40  guests 

were  present.  In  1857  Mr.  K,  settled  on  a  far  six  miles  southwest  of  Emporia 
and  lived  on  the  same  place  for  41  years.  Then  the  K’s  moved  to  Emporia,  where 
they  have  since  lived.  In  1861  Mr.  K#  went  to  Iowa  to  bo  married,  and  it  was 
on  his  return  to  Kansas  with  his  bride,  that  he  was  arrested  in  Mason  City,  Mo. 
on  the  charge  of  being  a  Confederate  spy.  His  case  was  investigated  and  he  was 
allowed  to  return  to  his  farm  without  further  interruption.  The  investigation 
lasted  10  days,  and  in  the  meantime  Mrs®  K.  was  forced  to  go  to  her  new  home 
alone,  which  was  a  daring  trip  for  a  woman  to  make  in  those  days.  Mr  &  Mrs  K 

were  married  in  Van  Buren  Co,,  Iowa,  Dec  24*  1861.  Mr.  K.  is  79  ycar3  old  and 

Mrs.  K.  is  76.  The  guests  at  their  golden  wedding  were  Messrs.  &  Mesdames:

He  was  the  faithful  servant  who  has 
returned  his  talent  with  much  increase. 


From  the  Emporia  Daily  Gazette  Sat.  April  28,  192 3 — 

"Two  Pioneer  Sisters" — Mrs,  Matilda  Pickett  &  Mr3.  Newlin,  daughters  of 
Mr  &  Mrs.  Geo  -7.  Kirkendall  are  2  Lyon  County  pionerr3  whose  66  years  residence 
in  Emporia  and  vicinity  places  them  in  the  11  corn-bread-*and-mola.sses  aristocracy 
of  this  community.  They  came  overland  from  Van  Buren  Co.,  Iowa,  with  a  party

of  15  persons,  most  of  the  K 

six  of  their  children;  their  son  Matthew  &  his  wife  &  2  children,  and  Mrs 
Matthew's  sister,  Miss  Elsie  Jackson;  and  Gwen  Nutt  and  7/m  Baker.  One  of  the 
3  wagons  was  drawn  by  a  team  of  horses,  the  others  by  oxen.  Early  in  the 
spring  of  1857  Geo  7/ .  and  his  son  Elijah,  came  ahead  of  the  family  &  found 
their  location  5  miles  S’, 7  of  the  town  site  of  Emporia,  which  was  being  laid  out 
The  best  claims  were  taken--think  of  that  in  1857--so  Mr.  K.  bought  a  claim  of 
160  acres.  On  the  claim  was  a  hewn  log  house  18  x  20,  roofed  with  clapboards. 
Ten  acres  of  the  land  was  broken  and  Elijah  stayed  and  planted  it  to  corn, 
melons  and  vegetables,  while  his  father  returned  to  Iowa  to  bring  the  family 
to  the  new  home. 

Tne  trip  of  3  weeks  was  interesting  &  exciting,  &  to  the  younger  people  a 
real  adventure.  All  regret  at  leaving  their  comfortable  home  in  Iowa  was  for¬ 
gotten  in  the  promise  of  the  new  country.  The  last  camping  place  was  at  the 
junction  of  the  Cottonwood  &  Leosho  Rivers,  and  the  children  could  hardly  wait 
to  get  started  next  morning.  After  they  had  driven  a  few  males  Mr  K.  pointed 
ahead  and  exclaimed,  "There  is  Emporia".  The  family  was  surprised  to  see  but 
2  houses,  the  Emporia  House,  run  by  Mr  &  Mrs.  N.  S.  Storrs,  and  a  small  build¬ 
ing  used  as  a  carpenters  shop  &  a  dwelling  by  John  Hammond  cz  family.  The  K's. 
didn't  linger  long  seeing  the  sights  of  the  new  town,  but  drove  on  to  their 
home  Yvhere  they  were  heartily  welcomed  by  the  brother  who  had  been  holding  down 
the  claim.  This  was  July  2,  1857, 

The  Indians  were  a  never-ending  source  of  interest  to  the  K's.,  especially 
to  the  younger  members  of  the  family.  A  band  of  perhaps.  100  was  camped  across 
the  river  from  the  K  home  that  first  summer,  and  when  they  put  on  anything 
special  they  used  to  ask  the  youngsters  to  come  to  see  their  "fun".  One  of

wa3  to  appear.  Then  came  a  big  buck  Indian  carrying  a*1"  sack  which  seemed  to  be 

a  struggling  mass  of  some  sort,  &  when  the  Indian  untied  the  sack-out  jumped  a 
big  black  cat,  terribly  frightened,  of  course.  Each  Indian  was  armed  with  a 
stick  a  they  beat  &  punched  the  cat,  forcing  it  into  the  fire,  &  when  it  tried 
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to  escape  the  flames  -they  would  knock  it  back.  They  kept  up  this  "fun”  until 
the  cat  was  dead,  then  roasted  it,  then  skinned  and  ate  it  for  dinner. 

The  Indians  lived  largely  on  game,  &  they  missed  the  rapidly  disappearing 
buffalo.  Getting  hungry  for  "big  game",  they  bought  a  young  steer  from  Mr.  K. 
and  invited  the  white  folk  to  the  barbecue  &  war  dance.  The  steer  was  turned 
loose  &  about  40  of  the  Indians  on  their  ponies  circled  around  him,  shooting 
him  with  their  arrows.  The  steers  hide  was  full  of  arrows  before  he  dropped, 
exhausted  &  soon  he  was  dead.  The  Indians  skinned  the  carcass,  cut  it  up,  & 
each  buck  &  squaw  roasted  a  piece  over  the  fire,  &  before  the  day  was  over  that 

meat  had  all  been  eaten.  The  big  packing  houses  of  today--whose  boasting  that 

they  utilize  every  part  of  the  pig  but  the  squeal — have  nothing  on  the  Indians 
of  the  5 O’ Sr  They  devoured  every  part  of  the  carcass,  &  there  was  mighty  littLe 
but  the  bones  left  to  indicate  that  there  had  been  a  barbecue. 

Eafh  of  the  X.  girls  had  a  ring  ne.de  of  gold  which  their  father,  who  was  a 
California  "49' er"  had  mined.  Matthew  K  saw  one  day  a  ring  on  the  hand  of  a 
squaw  which  he  was  certain  belonged  to  one  of  his  sisters.  He  went  to  the 
house  &  inquired  of  his  sister  if  she  knew  where  her  ring  was.  She  replied 
that  she  had  laid  it  off,  but  when  she  looked  for  it  it  uas  gone.  Matthew  re¬ 
turned  to  the  camp  &  accused  a  certain  Indian  of  having  stolen  the  ring.  He 
denied  it  of  course,  but  young  K.  insisted  that  the  ring  was  in  the  possession 

of  the  Indians,  &  finally  a  squaw  began  to  unroll  a  big  bundle  of  rags.  She 

kept  unrolling  &  in  the  middle  of  the  bundle  was  a  tiny  package,  in  this  was 
the  ring  which  she  handed  o\rer  to  young  K.  These  Indians  stole  anything  on 
which  they  could  lay  their  hands.  Mr*  KM  hired  them  to  gather  corn,  &  they 
would  carry  home  all  the  ears  they  could  stick  into  their  blankets,  looped  up 
around  their  waists.  They  did  little  harm,  otherwise  &  always  were  peaceable. 

One  exciting  night  the  K's  never  will  forget.  Two  men,  who  lived  near  the 
.junction  were  hoarding  cattle  several  miles  above  the  K.  home,  near  the  head  of 


Phenis  Creek.  They  had  a  grievance  of  some  so: 
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against  John  Curtis,  a  neigh¬ 


bor  of  the  K's.,  &  came  riding  down  frem  the  hills  one  night  full  of  liquor  & 
with  blood  in  their  eyes.  They  inquired  at  the  home  of  a  man  named  Spurgeon 
for  the  Curtis  house  &  declared  they  had  come  to  kill  Curti3.  Spurgeon  direct¬ 
ed  the  men  to  another  house  4  miles  in  an  opposite  direction  then  ran  the 
quarter  of  a  mile  to  the  Curtis  house  to  warn  then.  The  family  got  out  as 
quickly  a3  possible,  &  Spurgeon  led  then  to  a  ravine  in  which  the  blue-stem  grew 
tall  &  rank,  oc  there  they  lay  flat  on  their  faces.  The  two  outlaws,  not  find¬ 
ing  the  Curtises  at  the  house  to  which  they  had  been  directed  finally  reached 
the  Curtis  house,  but  it  was  empty.  Several  times  in  searching  for  the  Curtis 
the  outlaws  rode  near  the  hiding  place,  but  the  sheltering  grass  saved  them. 

V/ hen  they  finally  gave  up  the  search,  they  set  the  house  on  fire  &  rode  away, 
swearing  they  would  get  the  Curtises  yet.  That  sane  night  a  posse  of  men  went 
in  search  of  the  outlaws,  &  found  them  near  the  head  of  the  Verdigris  in  the 
Flint  Hills.  Elijah,  who  was  the  first  Sheriff  of  (then)  Breckinridge  County, 
arrested  them,  &  they  were  taken  back.  Their  preliminary  trial  was  held  in  the 
log  schoolhouse  before  Matthew  K. ,  who  was  the  Justice  of  the  Peace.  The  men 
called  some  of  their  relatives  as  witnesses  to  swear  that  they  were  at  their 
liome3  the  night  of  the  outrage,  hut  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  against 
then  was  too  strong  &  they  were  hound  over  to  the  next  term  of  the  nearest 
court,  While  preparing  for  the  trial  the  men  were  prisoner,  and  as  there  was 
no  jail  in  the  county,  the  upper  room  of  the  K.  dwelling  was  used  as  a  jail. 

Ben  'leaver,  constable,  sat  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  as  guard,  &  marched  his 
prisoners  down  stairs  for  meals,  Sc  out  in  the  yard  for  exercise.  The  women  of 
the  fcamily  at  first  felt  afraid  with  these  criminals  in  the  house,  but  got 
used  to  them  &  didn't  mind  their  presence  at  all.  When  their  trial  came,  the 
men  were  sentenced  to  five  years  each  in  the  penitentiary. 

(There  followed  the  statement  of  Matilda  Fickett  from  1907  that  pre coeds  this) 
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Henry  Gardner,  who  afterward  married  Clarinda  K,  taught  the  first  term  of 
school  in  the  log  schoolhouse,  the  four-month  free  school  allowed  by  law •  Eli¬ 
jah  K.  t  aught  the  second  four -month  term,  and  each  term  was  followed  by  a  three 
month  subscription  school  taught  by  Matilda  K»  After  her  marriage  she  taught 
a  four-month  term  in  the  log  schoolhouse  in  what  became  the  Liberty  district. 


Some  of  the  children  came  long  distances,  some  of 


them 


on  ponies  that  not  only 


carried  double,  but  3omtimes  three  or  four  youngsters  were  astride  the  same 
pony.  Mahala  K,  taught  subscription  school  in  the  Lakeside  district  after  her 
marriage.  She  kept  house,  did  her  baking, washing  and  ironing,  and  for  her 
teaching  she  received  a  salary  of  $10  a  month.  The  late  Thomas  Hall,  who  lived 
in  the  neighborhood  ’’got  up”  that  school.  Of  the  24  pupils,  two,  Mrs.  Eliza 
Hall  Harvey  and  Mrs  Eubh  Hadley  Coage  still  live  in  Emporia. 

The  first  big  social  event  in  Kansas  in  the  lives  of  the  K.  girls  wa3  the 
ball  in  McElfresh  Hall  in  Emporia  to  v/hich  Matilda  was  escorted  by  Jasper  Pick¬ 
ett,  Mahala  by  young  Bill  Soden,  The  yo urig  men  had  hired  a  two-seated  spring 
wagon,  drawn  by  a  big  prancing  black  tee.m,  and  the  two  couples  cut  a  consider¬ 
able  swath.  Supper  was  served  by  Mrs.  Storrs  at  the  Emporia  House  and  cost 
$2  a  plate.  It  was  a  real  supper — look  at  the  menu:  Lobsters,  cold  boiled  ham 
roast  chicken,  pickles,  brea.d  66  butter,  coffee,  canned  peaches,  canned  straw¬ 
berries,  candies,  nuts  and  cakes.  The  cakes  were  heavily  iced,  almost  covered 
with  tiny  colored  candies,  &  trimmed  with  artifical  flowers  &  small  flags.  And 
they  tasted  as  good  as  they  looked.  The  K.  girls  wore  to  the  ball,  maroon 
merino  dresses  trimmed  with  narrow  black 
over  lace  undersleeves,  hand  embroidered 
hoopskirts.  Hall  Brothers  Silver  Cornet

Sept  30,  1859c  They  went  to  housekeeping  on  a  prairie  quarter  section  Mr 
Pickett  had  pre-empted,  SW  of  town  6c 
where  they  lived  25  years,  Mr, 
first  house  of  one  room.  They 
worked  hard  &  were  happy,  altho,  they  experienced  all  of  the  hardships  of  that 
period.  The  hot  winds  came  6c  droughts  6c  the  grasshoppers,  but  they  weathered 
all  of  the  storms.  The  wolves  howling  around  their  little  house  kept  them 
awake  many  nights,  and  frequently  raided  the  chicken  house.  Several  years  the 
Picketts  had  absolutely  nothing  to  show  for  their  summers  work.  They  rented 
their  farm  6c  moved  to  Emporia  in  1894  &  Mr.  Pickett  died  two  years  later. 

They  had  no  children,  but  raised  two  boys.  For  past  20  years  Mrs.  Pickett  and 
her  sister,  Sarah  Kirkendall,  have  lived  at  622  Neosho.  Mrs.  Pickett  loves  the 
outdoors.  She  derives  much  pleasure  from  her  garden  and  flowers  6c  is  in  good 
health. 


Mahala  L.  Was  born  in  Hamilton  Co.,  Ind.  Jan  11,  1842  and  went  as  a  child 
with  her  parents  to  Van  Buren  Co.,  Iowa.  She  married  James  A  Newlin,  Feb  14» 
1861.  In  Aug  1862  Mr.  Newlin  enlisted  in  Company  C.  11th  Kansas  Cavalry,  & 
served  3  years.  In  1864  Company  C,  with  other  companies,  for  several  weck3  was 
stationed  near  Humboldt,  Twelve  Emporia  women  went  to  the  camp  and  stayed  for 
a  time  to  be  with  their  hu3band3.  Mrs.  Newlin  i3  the  only  survivor  of  these 
12  women.  Each  wife  &  husband  were  furnished  a  tent  in  which  to  sleep.  The 
women  prepared  the  meals  in  the  cook  shed  on  fires  built  in  holes  in  the 
ground  and  ate  on  tables  made  of  goods  boxes.  It  was  a  sorry  lot  of  husbands 
when  the  time  came  for’ the  women  to  come  home.  After  Mr*  Newlin  came  home  they 

bought  a  log  cabin  &  moved,  it  to  an  80  in  the  K,  neighborhood .  Here  they 

lived  3  years,  then  sold  the  place  &  bought  part  of  what  is  now  the  Nutting 
place  on  West  Sixth.  They  lived  here  10  years,  then  moved  to  Fmporia  cc  bought 

the  present  Newlin  home  at  509  Neosho,  in  which  Mrs.  Newlin  has  lived  for  39 

years.  Mrs.  Newlin  died  Nov  29,  1917-  Mrs.  Newlin' 3  grandson 
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Earl  lives  with  her.  Three  children  were  born  to  the  Newlins.  Edwin  A.  was 
drowned  in  1914  while  trying  to  rescue  2  women  who  were  bathing  in  the  Cotton¬ 
wood  River;  all  were  drowned.  Hr*  Newlin  had  been  sheriff  of  Lyon  Co,  and  wa3 
a  candidate  for  a  2nd  term,  Mr.  Frank  A*  is  a  cotton  planter  in  Desha  Co., 
Arkansas,  Mrs.  Clara  Cloud  (daughter)  lives  at  502  Neosho .  Mrs*  N ewlin  has 
10  grandchildren  and  8  great  grandchildren* 

Statements  by  Elizabeth  Thompson-granddaughter  of  Matthew. 

I  had  always  been  told  that  George  had  been  bom  in  New  York  state* 
Grandfather  Matthew  gave  each  of  his  daughters  a  pencil  ma.de  from  the 
gold  he  mined  in  California*  Pearl,  Mamie  &  I  took  our  mothers  into  the 
jeuler  to  have  rings  made  from  it.  He  told  us  that  whoever  had  made  it  had 
kept  the  gold,  and  the  pencil  was  only  gold  washed,. 

Grandpa  did  have  gold  teeth  made  from  his  gold.  They  were  pegs  that  had 
been  driven  into  his  jaw  bones.  When  he  was  elderly  he  had  them  removed  and 
a  regular  set  of  dentures  made. 

I  believe  he  went  into  the  harness  and  leather  goods  business  when  he 
moved  to  town,  and  later  it  was  owned  by  Omer. 

He  was  a  Methodist;  he  was  probably  buried  from  Presbyterian  church  as  it 
was  on  the  corner  by  his  home,  and  he  liked  the  minister  very  well. 


For  the  history  of  the  Kirkendall  family  I  suggest  you  read 
'•History  of  the  Kuykendp.il  Family  since  its  Settlement  in  Dutch  New  York  in 
I646"  by  George  Benson  Kuykendall.  You  will  find  the  name  is  spelled  at  least 
nine  different  ways.  And  that  v/e  are  one  of  the  "lost  families".  V;e  need  to 
discover  the  grandfather  of  George  Washington  to  loce.te  our  exo.ct  place  in 
the  family  tree. 

In  I646  Jacob  Luurszen  (Van  Kuykendall)  cane  to  New  Amsterdam  from 
Gelderland,  Holland.  He  moved  to  Fort  Orange.  He  had  been  employed  by  the 
Dutch  West  India  Company.  He  may  have  died  in  I656.  His  descendants  are 
all  named  a  form  of  the  name  Kuykendall.  His  brother  Urb&nus  came  to  this 
country  at  the  same  time;  his  descendants  used  the  name  Urbanusen.  It  is 
believed  they  had  a  younger  brother,  Charsten  Luursen,  but  his  descendants 
used  the  names  Luursen  or  Luersen.  We  call  come  from  Jacob. 

Our  first  ancestor  to  be  born  in  this  country  was  Luur  Jacobsen  Van 
Kuykendall  born  May  29,  I65O  in  New  York.  He  was  raised  ner.r  Kingston.  In 
1680  he  married  Grietje  Tack;  they  lived  near  Rochester  until  1700.  They 
had  seven  children  while  there.  They  then  moved  to  Minisink, had  their 
eighth  child.  (Rochester  is  now  called  Accord). 

(The  book  is  interesting,  but  quite  confusing.  I  do  not  agree  with  all 
of  his  theories.  When  quoting  from  a  letter  about  "our"  family  he 
confuses  Elijah's  brother  Matthew  with  his  Uncle  Matthew,  etc.) 

I  admire  the  man  for  all  the  hp.rd  work  he  put  into  doing  the  research 
he  did,  and  the  endless  letters  he  must  hove  written. 

I  have  done  no  research  on  this  project.  All  dates,  places,  etc.  have 
been  given  to  me  by  members  of  the  family  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge. 
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The  Lyon’s  County  Historical  Socie  jy  ic  locatea  in  the  Emporia  Crac 
Auditor iurnl  It  is  open  to  the  public  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  It  contains 
nany  mementos  of  the  Kirkendall  family  and  many  newspaper  clippings.
